I take the liberty of addressing you on the subject of the 
command of the 67th Battery. I understand that Captain R. J. Orde 
is being discharged as Medically Unfit. 


At the outbreak of the war I was mining engineer of the Core 
iagos Mine in Cobalt. I enlisted as a gunner in the 7th battery 
of St. Catharines and went overseas with the first C.H.FP. Shortly 
after arriving in France I was made bombadier and later corporal. 
At St. Julien my battery was almost surrounded and we were forced 
to reverse: our guns and fire upon the Prussian Guard at two hund- 
red yards. For conduct on this occasion I was given my commission 
on the field and transferred to the 9th Battery. I served through 
the battles of Péestubert, Givenchy, Loos, (3rd Canadian Artillery 
Brigade only Canadian Unit engaged} , and 3rd battle of Ypres. My 
service in France and Belgium totalled 17 months. On June 28th I 
developed blood poisoning and later diphtheria. In October last 
year I was invalided to Canada, and later in December transferred 
to the 7Iist Battery. 


My record in the Toronto Artillery Bri 
tion and I can refer you to Col. Arnoldi, the C.0. 


I certainly think after nearly 3% years' se ce I am entitled 
fo something better and I wovld like you to consider me when an 
0.C. for the 67th is sought. 


I entered Trinity College in Arts in 1904 and spent two 
years there. In 1906 1 entered the School of Practical Science in 
mining. In the summer I was connected with the Nipissing mine and 
in the fall of 1908 I left the School and went back to the Nipiss- 
ing with which company I was engineer until 1911. I then became 
fown Engineer for Cobalt for 10 months. I was engineer for the 
Coriagos mines until the war broke out.
